The habitations aro built in layers 
one above, the other and form » circular 
wall, with n Mn^le enranct; from the out- 
side,. All tho doors of the houses open on 
the interior of the circular <-ity. Each hab- 
itation has a door and a. window. 
To yet 


to them you climb u flight, of steps cur in 
the. wall, which brings you to the lower 
layer of houses. If you -wi-.h to go higher, 
you climb another pair of, steps to the 
houses above, and from hero to the third 
row If you are visitinpc some one living 
on the top of the pile. The. doors are all 
fastened with the most primitive lock that 
is turned by means of a wooden key. 


Beside* providing protection from their 


enemy, the sun, the circular habitations 
with the dead walls outsiilo form a strong 
fortress to guard the inhabitants from the 
attacks of neighboring tribes. In these 
more peaceful days, however, they have no 
such fear before them, aaul so they use the 
walled city mostly for storing of crops, 
while they live in holes dug in the ground 
within the w.ills and frequently change 
their position in search of pasture for the 
animals. 


Tho age of the cities is immense. 
The 


exact date when they were built is un- 
known, -but it is believed that they ante- 
date the birth of Christ. 
The people are 


peaceably disposed, in wl^-h phase of 
character they are superior to most other 
natives of northern Africa. 
They are in- 


telligent and hardworking, tending their 
Hocks and farming their land with patient 
energy. The approach to their country is 
so difficult and dangerous on account of 
the frightful gorges it is necessary to trav- 
erse and the risk of being overcome by 
the deadly sirocco that tho interesting: peo- 
ple have been disturbed but little by Eu- 
ropeans. Xowthat archaeologists are turn- 
ing their attention to the ancient people 
something more is being learned of them 
than was known heretofore.—St. Paul 
Dispatch. 


Sen Mililc Gcc«e. 


Geese arc not riiippohed to be very sensi- 


ble creatures or at all particular about the 
cleanliness of the food they eat. Popular 
Science Xews, however, records an in- 
stance in which they were better than their 
reputation. 


The geese in question were on the bank 


of the York river, Virginia, and hud. dis- 
covered a good supply of that delicacy of 
southern goose diet—pieces of watermelon 
rind. 
Unfortunately these particular 


pieces were »o covered with mud and sand 
as to be in a very uncomfortable condition 
for eating. Bur. the geese—a large flock— 
knew how to overcome the difhculty. 


As each bird picked out n piece of rind 


from the garbage heap it inspected it, and 
if it seemed too dirty for immediate con- 
sumption carried it at once to the river, 
dropped it into the shallow water and 
stood watching it until the running stream 
had carried away the extraneous matter 
and left the tempting pulp frooh and com- 
paratively clean. 
This accomplished, the 


goose stopped, into tho shallow water by 
the side of its freshly washed food and gob- 
bled oft" the edible pulp with much appar- 
ent appreciation. 


The writer watched the goose for half an 


hour or more and saw tho thing done re- 
peatedly, and that by several birds. 
It 


seemed as if that "particular flock had ac- 
quired the habit of thus washing their 
food. 


Kluctrlcltj and Cats. 


Strangely enough, I oiu-e had an im- 


pression that a. cat's tendency was to 
travel north and to face the north as a 
magnet doe-!, and that this tendency had 
some intimate association with the electric- 
al-strength of its fur. In brief, I looked 
upon a cat as a lightning conductor on a 
small scale, and that according to its 
temperament, negative or positive, did it 
face north or south, or just as tho points 
of its fur weru attracted by tho 7iegative or 
positive poles of the earth. > I was led to 
this by some observations that. I had made 
some years previously in a London suburb. 
Then I noticed that tho cats of that par- 
ticular district had. a tendency to walk in 
particular directions on the walls that 
faced the north rather than to walk on 
walls that ran east, and west. 


As to tho idea that cats arc good 


weather gauges, I do not credit that. I 
believe that the Treason a cat washes itself 
over its cars or not is bound up with tho 
particular method by which tho particu- 
lar animal cleans itself. Its main object in 
washing, to my mind, is just to complete 
an electrical circuit, for by so doing it 
generates heat and therefore n, pleasing 
sensation in its fur.—Caasell's Magazine.

Ue\er ben-ii able to thid amihlag to the 
contrary in any .'xx>t.41 oave ever Seen, 1 
know from long and careful observation 
that this is not so. The sap never descends. 
It fulfills its oliiee iu causing the growth 
of the leaves and adding another to the 
rings which indicate the annual growth of 
the tree.

This call be proved 
ill various ways. Any farmer who ha* 
cur a pile of h-'ird wood i:> XovemU-r lias 
iiotuvd the s:»3» Hies gathering .iiMtmd the 
end- of the sticks ou warm dsys.

No one ever speaks of the sup in a corn- 


st;ilk going down iu the fall. It has fed 
the leaves and matured the com, and its 
work ended there. So in the tree each 
year the sap has finished ir.s work when 
the leaves have matured and u new crop 
of sap Jit once begins to take its place. Of 
course this 'sap cannot ascend when tho 
wood is frozen, but whenever the wood is 
thawed it keeps ascending. 


Another error is that trees In growing 


carry their branches up with them as they 
grow, or, to make it plainer, that* a limb 
which is live feet from the ground will iu 
time be ten feet. The fact Is that limbs 
grow i\s much lower on the lower side as 
they do higher on the upper side and no 
more. A limb which is an inch in di- 
umetcr, if it grows to be three inches, will 
be an inch farther from the ground on 
the tipper side and an inch nearer on the 
under side. The forks or crotches in trees 
often get to be considerably liigher from 
the two branches which form it growing 
together as they increase in size. The top 
of the tree grows up, but limbs do not 
rise above where they are when they flrst 
start out.—Forest and Stream,

About 5 p. m. I was walked off a good

vay, and at length I found myself stripped 
and thrust into a trap prepared for a tiger 
—a bamboo arrangement of simple con- 
traction. 
My jailers were needlessly 


brutal and abusecT me in every way, hop- 
ng I'd like the treatment I should meet 
rom the man eating tiger which hovered 
\bout near where the trap hail been spe- 
cially laid. 


But previously, while a prisoner anil 


:ied to a. tree, a, Kuren girl had, at the 
risk of her life, given me a little water, 
and I begged of her to send some one hur- 
riedly to Captain B'Oyly, who was e;>mpec 
a few miles off, to hurry to my rescue. 


Tho trap was ono of those usually CL-cct- 


ed for tigers in Burma. It was a long, 
rectanguktr, boxlike structure made of 
Bamboos. The portion set aside for the 
jait was only just large enough for me. I 
crouched there dumbly, half dazed with 
lorror and quite unable to realize ray 
fearful position. 


It wag Christmas eve, and the weather 


very chilly—for Burma. I offered largo 
bribes to my custodians to let me escape, 
Dut they only scoffed at me. 


How slowly did the hmirs pass. 
The 


cold was bitter, but I must have dozed, off 
ill the same, for I remember being awak- 
ened by a clammy something crawling 
over me. My heart leaped into my mouth. 
ft was only a rock snake, however, creep- 
ing through the bars anil seeking an exit 
somewhere. Oh, the ghastly loathsome- 
ness of feeling that cold, creepy reptile 
gliding over my poor, palpitating body i I 
;hanked God. when the snake found au 
outlet somewhere and disappeared. 


But shortly afterward the crowning hor- 


ror came. I heard soft footfalls first and 
then something sniffing round the trap. 
There con Id be no doubt .that it \vas the 
man eater. My heart nearly burst. I was 
kept in agony for fully ten minutes, and 
then the, beasS evidently found the door, 
for ho entered, and I heard the door fall. 
There'was a partition-of bamboos between 
him. and mo, but I anticipated that he 
would soon demolish that and then tear 
a\o to pieces as I lay huddled up helplessly. 
It appeared afterward, however, that 


tho Karen girl's brother had been forced 
to erect the trap and had made tho parti- 
tion of male bamboos of great strength. 


In the darkness I could see the great, 


luminous, wistful eyes of the man cater. 
The fearful brute, finding ho could not 
get in to me, began to insc't his paws 
gently, but I crept up to the ontcr bars, 
and then he could barely reach me. He 
did succeed, however, in giving me a claw 
or two on my back and buttock. 


As ho smelled the blood he began to 


gnaw at the bars and would doubtless 
have made short work of them, but there 
was a sudden glare of torches, a con fused 
murmur, and then I felt the worst had 
passed.

camo up and bayoneted the tiger, who was 
caught literally like a rat in a trap. Firo 
they dared 7iot, as they wore only a couple 
of miles from Goung Geo'a camp. 'They 
released me—more dead thnn alive—from 
tny living tomb and then-improvised a 
hammock out of a native blanket and cur- 
ried me to my camp. 


En routo I met D'Oyly, who, with a 


strong forco of regulars and irregulars, 
was hastening to my rescue. He was de- 
lighted to sec me free and hastened on in 
tho hope of surprising tho daeoit leader. 
.Tho latter, however, was too well served 
nnd had decamped before my friends ar- 
rived. 


I lay between life arid death for six 


weeks, for tho shock to my system, as 
WB!! as the exposure to the cold chills of a 
December night, had brought on a severe 
attack o? fever.

little uud sometimes discard the tail en 
lirc-ly. just about as impatiently as a 
sleeping child Will kick \ofi" the 
ou\<.-rs 


Wheli he gets too Wattu ill tho llight. 1 
do uot ihiok that this attitude is habitual 
with sleeping foxes. 
When tlw wcalht-r 


was warm, they did not curl up at all, 
but lay sprawling, with their tails on the 
ground behind them. 


"The raccoon makes the same use of 


his tail. Did you ever see one preparing 
for a iiap'r Like the fox, he goes to sleep 
on his side, but he makes more fuss about 
it thau a lazy lad getting up in the morn- 
ing. First he hitches up his shoulders 
and .-trches his back, and in the cavity 
thus formed be carefully tucks away his 
kliefcS and elbows and head. 
Then ho 


briugs his tail tip close, the cud of it curv- 
ing over his head. He unwinds himself 
lu»lf a dozen times before he gets curled up 
to his satisfaction, and when, finally ar- 
ranged he resembles nothing quite so 
much as a muff without the customary 
optniiigs. The squirrel also covers him- 
self with his tail, sleeping upright and 
propped against something. 


'•In fact," concluded the naturalist, 


"this is true of every bushy tailed ani- 
mal I have been on terms of sufficient In- 
timacy to see asleep. It is a very kindly 
arrangement nature has made for their 
comfort, and they do not seem to mind 
very much carrying around their winter 
flannels in the summer. If they did not 
carry them with them wherever they 
went, they would probably lose them, -as 
the red man proves in his tale of the bear 
and the rabbit."—Ncjv York Sun.

At 00 miles an liour tho resistance of a 


train is four times as great as it is at 30 
miles—that is, the fuel must be four times 
as great in the one case as it is in the 
other. 


But at 60 miles an hour this fuel must 


be exerted for a given distance in half tho 
time that it is" at 30 miles, so that tho 
amount of power exerted and steam gener- 
ated in a given period of time must be 
eight times as great at the faster speed. 
This means that the capacity of the boiler, 
cylinders and the other parts must be 
greater, with a corresponding addition to 
the weight of the machine. 


Obviously, therefore, if the weight per 


wheel, on acount of the limit of weight 
that the rails will carry, is ,limited, we 
soon reach a point; where the driving 
wheels aud other parts cannot bo further 
enlarged, and then we reach tho maxi- 
mum of speed. The nice adjustment nec- 
essary in the various parts of these im- 
mense engines may be indicated by some 
figures as to the work performed by these 
parts when the locomotive is worked at 
high speed. 


Take a passenger engine on any of the 


big lines. At 60 miles an hour a driving 
wheel 5% feet in diameter revolves five 
times every second. Xow. the reciprocat- 
ing parts of each cylinder, including one 
piston, piston rod, crosshead anil connect- 
ing rod, weighing about (550 pounds, must 
move back and forth a distance equal to 
tho stroke, usually two feet, every time 
the wheel revolves, or iu the fifth of a sec- 
ond. 


This weight starts from a state of rest 


at the end of each stroke of tho piston 
and must acquire a velocity of 32 feet per 
second iu one-twentieth of a second, and 
must be brought to a state of rest in the 
same period of time. 


A piston 18 inches in diameter has an 


area of 251 Ju square inches. Steam of 15C 
pounds pressure per square iucli would 
therefore exert a force on the piston equal 
to 38,175 pounds. This force is applied 
alternately on each side of the piston teu 
times in a second.—Pearson's Weekly.
